Treasury Department Rules on an Im- 
portant Question Under Customs Law. 


Wasuinoton, D. C., June 13.—The Treas- 
iry Department has received a letter from 
\V. H. Williams, special agent for the De- 
partment at Paris, France, in which he asks 
for a ruling in regard to the matter of in- 
oicing jewelry and precious stones by 
certain American firms with branch houses 
in Parts. 

Mr. Wiiliams states that a well-known 
(American jewelry firm with a retail branch 
in Paris, conducted by a manager, prob- 
ably a business partner of the parent house, 
has adopted the following practice of in- 
voicing merchandise sold to Americans 
visiting Paris: A customer desiring a val- 
uable pearl necklace, for instance, would he 
shown the pearls arranged so as to indi- 
cate how the necklace would look when 
strung, although in order to avoid the iO 
per cent. duty the final act of stringing 
would not take place until after the goods 
were shipped to its firm in the United 


Paris firm to let it invoice and ship the mer- 
chandise to its firm in America, as it can 
pass the property at a lower valuation than 
the customer, for the reason that the price 


| at which the goods were originally bought 





would naturally be less than the price paid 
by the customer in Paris. And, further, 
that the Paris firm not only picks up fine 
stones and pearls for its own retail trade in 
Paris, but also sends quantities to the 
United States to be sold at retail by the 
parent firm and the invoices are declared 
at the prices at which the property is bought 
from various deaiers in Paris. 

Mr. Williams adds that the matching of 
precious stones and pearls is of itself in a 
certain sense a manufacture by increasing 
the market value of the merchandise, and 
that the question arises, what is the dutiable 
value of the merchandise under the fore- 
going conditions? Is it the price at which 
it was originally bought or the price at 
which it is sold to the customer? 

It appears that the parties referred to 
honestly believe they are complying with the

the rate of 60 per cent. ad valorem, and that 
if the American customer actually pur 
chases the articles the invoicing of the same 
by the Paris firm to the firm in the United 
States would be in contravention of section 
9 of the Customs Administrative Act of June 
10, 1890, for the reason that the title passes 
from the seller to the purchaser, and a pur- 
chased invoice instead of a consigned in- 
voice is required by section 5 of the cus- 
toms administrative act of 1890. 

With reference to a firm in Paris pur- 
chasing precious stones, etc., for its re- 
tail trade in Paris, and which sends quanti- 
ties to the parent house in the United States 
to be sold at retail, invoicing the merchan- 
dise at its purchase price to them, Acting 
Secretary Taylor has informed Mr. Will- 
iams that such a transaction would be a con- 
signment, and the appraising officers would 
necessarily have to determine the actual 
market value and wholesale price at the 
time of exportation to the United States.

Injury to Jeweler’s Street Post Clock 

Results in a Suit for Damages. 

J. Ehrlich’s Sons, retail jewelers, have 
begun a suit against William H. Beebe, a 
produce dealer of Brooklyn, to recover the 
amount of damages done to the street clock 
in front of their store under the Astor 
House, New York. 

On June 4 a teamster driving a produce 
wagon belonging to the defendant collided 
with the clock, uprooting it from its foun 
dation and sending it crashing to the pave 
ment. 

The case will be closely watched by about 
200 retail jewelers, in New York, who have 
street post clocks, to see what redress can 
be had for such an accident and to what ex- 
tent the law protects them. 

Since the question as to the legality of 
maintaining street post clocks was raised by 
Borough President Cantor, some months 
ago, the retail jewelers have had rather a 
hard time of it with the truck drivers and 
teamsters throughout the city. Many of 
these men have been firm in the conviction 
that the posts supporting the clocks were 
put up for no other purpose than for hitch- 
ing horses, much to the discomfiture of 
the jewelers. A judgment to cover dam- 
ages done to this class of property may 
teach teamsters a lesson. 

The Ehrlich clock was valued at $500 and 
will be replaced as soon as it can be re 
paired. Various stories concerning the ac 
cident were printed in the daily newspapers, 
which stated that the clock was an old time 
landmark and had stood in front of the As 
tor House’for half a century. This is en

Bills to Revise Patent and Trade-Mark 
Laws. 

WasHInctTon, D. C., June 11.—There has 
just been introduced in Congress five 
lengthy bills, two of which relate to trade 
marks and three to patents and inventions. 
One of the bills provides for revising the 
laws of the United States relating to 
trade-marks. A second is entitled “A bill to 
regulate and protect marks, trade-marks, 
commercial names and symbols used in 
commerce and to enforce treaties regarding 
the same.” One of the three remaining bills 
seeks to revise the patent laws of the 
United States. A second aims to give ef 
fect to treaty stipulations relating to letters 
patent or inventions, and a third relates to 
applicants for patents not residing in the 
United States. 

These bills are the work of the Commis- 
sioners appointed by the President under 
the Act of June 4, 1898, to revise the sta- 
tutes relating to patents, trade and other 
marks and trade and commercial names.

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His Scheme Failed. 





Man Who Ordered Jewelry Arrested ; 
Shippensburg, Pa. 


A scheme that appears to be a giganti 
swindle was attempted on New York jew 
elers, last week, by a man calling himseli 


| Geo. H. Stewart. His place of busines 


was Sluppensburg, Pa., and it is estimated 
that, had the scheme panned out, the al 
leged swindler would have cleared over 
$200,000 in New York alone. His op 
erations in other parts of the country have 
not yet been fully learned, but it is thought 
that he tried his game in other large cities. 

Some time, Thursday, various large jew 
elry concerns began receiving letters from 
“Stewart,” soliciting goods on memoran- 
dum, and stating that the goods would 
either be returned, or the value in cash 
sent the day following their receipt. The 
man solicited these goods on the official 
stationery of Geo. H. Stewart, a grain 
dealer of Shippensburg, and a man of rec- 
ognized wealth and honesty in the com- 
munity where he lived. 

Something in the general tone of 
“Stewart's” letters aroused suspicion in the 
minds of several of the jewelers to whom 
he wrote, and many of them communicated 
with Geo. H. Stewart, coal dealer, by long 
distance telephone and telegraph, learning 
that he had not ordered anything on memo- 
randum, and was thoroughly ignorant that 
there was any person in town with his 
name. One of the concerns receiving the 
“Stewart” letter telephoned to the Chief of 
Police of the town, and found out that 
there was only one real Geo. H. Stewart in 
the place, and that the other was probably 
a fraud. Telegrams to the First National 
Bank and other prominent business houses 
of Shippensburg convinced the New York 
jewelers that somebody was trying to work 
a “flim-flam” game on them. 

Some of the jewelry houses, however, 
sent goods on memorandum, among them 
being Black, Starr & Frost, Theo. B. Starr, 
Tiffany & Co. and A. H. Smith & Co. 
Thos. Kirkpatrick sent a man to Shippens- 
burg, but the real discovery of “Stewart” 
and his fraudulent intentions was made by 
Chas. E. Kolb, a salesman for C. W. Schu- 
mann’s Sons, who was sent to Shippens- 
burg by his house to investigate. 

In company with the real Mr. Stewart 
Mr. Kolb began his investigations. He dis- 
covered that “Stewart,” in company with 
another man, had rented a small store in 
the town, which they had not yet opened, 
and were entire strangers there. It was 
also learned that “Stewart” had visited the 
post office and express office, telling them 
that he was about to open up a jewelry 
store, and that all packages and letters di-

In spite of these instructions to the au- 
thorities, the grain dealer received a com- 
munication from a New York house regard- 
ing some jewelry, which made him sus- 
picious, so that on Kolb’s arrival he was 
prepared to assist him in discovering the 
other “Stewart's” identity. After the two 
had made a thorough investigation, the evi- 
dence was strong enough to convince the 
police that the second “Stewart” was not 
honest, and he was placed under arrest.

The Jewelers Association and Board of 
Trade promptly sent out a warning to all 
their members regarding “Stewart,” and 
telegraphed the Post Office officials and the 
United States Express Co. in Shippensburg 
to hold all material and packages addressed 
to Geo. H. Stewart. 

As far as known, “Stewart” did not 
actually get possession of any of the goods 
he had ordered, as he was discovered by 
Kolb before he had time to do so. It is 
felt by a number of the concerns who re- 
ceived “Stewart's” letter that his case 
should be severely dealt with, and should 
be prosecuted to the full extent of the law. 
It is thought that if the case is left en- 
tirely to the District Attorney it will not 
be as severely prosecuted as if there were 
a number of jewelry men present to testify 
as to “Stewart's” methods. It is believed 
that this is a good opportunity for con- 
certed action among the jewelers against 
swindlers and “flim-flam’’ men in general. 


“ABE” ROTHSCHILD ARRESTED AS A PARTNER 
OF “STEWART.” 

HARRISBURGH, Pa., June 16.—Fortified with 
a minute description furnished them by 
Post Office Inspector Sutton, of Washing- 
ton, D. C., Chief of Police Hutchison and 
Detective John Morgan arrested in this city, 
this afternoon, Abe Rothschild, alias A. M. 
Graham, who subsequently confessed to his 
part in a gigantic attempt to swindle 
27 New York jewelers. 

He was locked up for a hearing. His 
partner in the bold attempt is in jail at 
Carlisle, as already told. 

Rothschild is a Hebrew weighing 240 
pounds, has a glass eye and is 50 years old. 
When first sighted by the officers he was 
coming out of a barber shop where he had 
had his black moustache shaved off. He 
was arrested at 3d and Walnut Sts., where 
he was inquiring as to the location of the 
Y. M. C. A. rooms 

Rothschild, who, it was first thought, had 
gone to Hagerstown, Md., has been here 
since Saturday last, having engaged a room 
at the Temperance Hotel 

When the police searched his room after 
the arrest his satchel was found to contain 
a 38-calibre revolver and a sheet of paper 
containing the names of all prominent 
towns in this and adjacent counties, ad- 
dressed to the Manufacturing & Selling 
Co. of America, doing business in New 
York.

Bankrupt Jeweler Arrested in Civil Suit 
Brought by Creditors. 

Louis Simon, who filed a petition in bank- 
ruptcy, as reported in THE CIRCULAR- 
WEEKLY, last week, is now in the Ludlow 
St. jail, New York, in default of $800 bail, 
charged with fraud and conversion of prop- 
erty in connection with his failure. 

Simon was arrested, June 7, two days 
after he had been adjudged a bankrupt, 
and on June 9 Krakower & Peters, his at- 
torneys, made an application for a writ of 
habeas corpus for him. The writ was 
argued before Judge Adams, in the United 
States District Court, Wednesday, Simon's 
ccunsel holding that the prisoner could not 
be held under arrest for the conversion 
after he had filed a petition in bankruptcy, 
and that the prosecuting parties must show 
some attempt at fraud. The Judge ruled 
that there was enough in the papers and 
evidence presented by the prosecution to 
hold Simon.

cerned, is now much more satisfactory 
than it was a week ago, when the Treas- 
ury Department had made known its de- 
termination to collect 60 per cent. on all 
split pearls imported in future in the regu- 
lar way.

Wednesday, when it became known that 
Acting Secretary of the Treasury H. A. 
Taylor had, in a communication to the Ap- 
praiser at New York, pointed out, though 
unconsciously, a loophole by which im- 
porters may bring in half pearls from now 
until the duty is finally decided by the 





courts, by paying only 10 per cent. instead 
of 20 per cent., which they asked the Gov- 
ernment to continue to collect. This rul- 
ing of the Department, which is published 
in full in another column of this issue, was 
sent under date of June 10, and is to the 
effect that split or half pearls may be 
brought in at 10 per cent., under para- 
graph 436 of the Tariff Act, provided the 
goods are unassorted and unmatched. 
When so imported they must be returned 
for classification by similitude at 10 per 
cent., under paragraph 436 of the Tariff 
Act, as “pearls in their natural state.” 

This decision will be a great boon to 
the half pearl trade, not only because it 
allows the importer to bring in his goods 
at 10 per cent., by taking the extra trouble 
to sort the pearls in a manner required to 
make the goods marketable, but also be- 
cause it will absolutely prevent the condi- 
tion which the trade feared when the 60 
per cent. duty was first insisted upon, 
namely, that the duty would be an induce- 
ment to smugglers and encourage practices 
that would greatly disturb and hurt the 
legitimate importers 





HE recent de- 
cision of the 
Appellate Division of 
the New York Su- 
preme Court, Third Department, in which 
the court declared unconstitutional the sec- 
tion of the law forbidding the use of trad- 
ing stamps in New York, is a compre- 
hensive one, and should be studied thor- 
oughly by merchants, before any further 
agitation is started to again legislate 
against trading stamps in New York. The 
court in this decision, after reviewing the 
details of the business conducted by the 
trading stamp companies, says it is not 
subject to prohibition as a lottery. 

In its decision the court relies largely 
upon the decision of the New York Court 
of Appeals in the case of the People 
versus Gillson, and the decision of 
the Supreme Court of the State of Rhode 
Island in the case of State versus Dalton. 
The first decision related to Section 335A 
of the Penal Code, which prohibited the 
sale of food in connection with a gift, prize 
or premium, while the second decision, 
that of the Rhode Island court, directly re- 
lated to trading stamps, and to the Trading 
Stamp Law of that State, which was almost 
identical with the law as it appears on the 
New York statute books. 

The New York court follows the reason- 
ing of the Rhode Island court on the sub- 
ject, and then states 

Section 3352 of the Penal Code has never been 
expressly repealed, but subsequently Section 384b 
was enacted, which seems to expressly authorize 
the doing of much of that which is prohibited by 
Section 335a, but at the same time in terms pro- 
hibits the issuing of trading stamps to any per- 
son engaged in business if accompanied with a 
promise that he will give to the person presenting 
to him such stamps, money, or anything of value 
without receiving from such person the value 
thereof, and also prohibits one engaged in busi- 
ness from distributing such stamps. The pro- 
hibitive part of Section 335a aims at the practice 
of issuing trading stamps that are to be redeemed 
by any person other than the merchant who dis- 
tributes them or the manufacturer of the pack 
ages of goods sold. Just what there is in the thing 
prohibited differing from the thing expressly au 
thorized that makes it inimical to the public wel- 
fare and general safety does not appear. This 
record does not disclose any element of chance in

the transaction. Even the possibility of some of 
the stamps never being offered for redemption is 
largely eliminated by there being no time or boun- 
dary limit to the collection of the stamps, and 
nothing in the arrangement preventing holders 
of small lots of stamps from combining 
with others to make a_ sufficient number 
for redemption. The transaction is not a 
species of lcttery, and does not appeal to the gamb 
ling instinct. (People vs. Gillson, 109 N. Y., 389, 
17 N. E., 348, 4 Am. St. Rep., 465: Com. vs. Sis- 
son, 178 Mass., 578, 60 N. E., 385; Ex parte Mc 
Kenna, i26 Cal., 429, 58 Pac., 916; State ws. 
Dalton, R. I., 46 Atl, 234, 48 L. R. A., 775). 

It would seem from this decision that it 
will be hard to draw a constitutional law 
that will construe the present trading stamp 
business as a lottery. The Rhode Island 
decision approved the law as far as it re- 
lated to cases where trading stamp enter- 
prises substantially constituted lotteries, 
and there is little danger that schemes of 
such character, that really involve the 
gambling principle, will be generally sanc- 
tioned in this State. However, as the trad- 
ing stamp scheme universally condemned 
is, according to the courts, not a lottery, it 
would seem that merchants should make 
their fight against it, for the present at 
least, on ways other than by legislation, 
especially by stirring up public sentiment 
against the trading stamps, and by getting 
retail merchants in all communities to 
agree not to use them in any way. This 
has already been done in many cities and 
towns, and is proving a most effective 
method for fighting the trading stamp in- 
cubus.

The action, it may be remembered by 
readers of THE CirCULAR-WEEKLY, was to 
recover damages for injuries received by the 
jeweler while riding on a Broadway electric 
car in New York. The jeweler claimed 
that he attempted to board the car, slipped 
and was dragged several feet, thereby 
straining his knee. 

The dismissal of the suit was on a stipu- 
lation filed with the County Cierk this 
morning. The action was settled out of 
court. 


Thieves Who Robbed Maynard, Mass., 
Jeweler, Convicted and Sentenced.

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Arthur J. Kahn Files a Voluntary Peti- 
tion in Bankruptcy. 

As foretold in the last issue of THe Crr- 
CULAR-WEEKLY, Arthur J. Kahn, doing 
business as Arthur J. Kahn & Co., jobbers, 
at 37 Maiden Lane, New York, being un- 
able to effect a settlement with his credi- 
tors, filed a voluntary petition in bankruptcy 
in the United States District Court, last 
Ww eck. 

lhe schedules filed with the petition show 
Mr. Kahn's liabilities to be $392,624 and 
the nominal assets $222,686. Of the liabil- 
ities $176,260 are secured and $168,217 un 
secured, while the contingent liabilities in 
clude notes and claims for $26,717 and ac 
commodation paper of $21,430. Mr. Kahn’s 
assets consist of stock and jewelry amount- 
ing to $15,000 and 94 customers’ notes ag- 
gregating $21,809; open accounts on mer 
chandise sold, $109,969; cash, $165; goods 
consigned to customers on memorandum, 
$12,136; fixtures, $500; shares of stock of 
the Trinity Realty Co., par value $62,500 
Of the stock in the Trinity Realty Co. 400 
shares owned by Mr. Kahn, and 200 
shares are held by him as collateral security 
for a loan of $8,200 to J. H. Siebert. 

In his petition Mr. Kahn states that he 
holds legal title to vacant lots at the N.W. 
cor, of Morningside Ave. and 117th St., 
New York, which he _ acquired by 
conveyance on Feb. 21 from Ida A. 
Cook and Grace M. Olmsted. The 
title was taken in Mr. Kahn’s name at 
the request of J. H. Siebert, and the con- 
sideration was paid wholly by Mr. Siebert 
or some person associated with him. Mr. 
Kahn executed a declaration of trust with 
respect to the holding of a title to this prop- 
erty, whereby he declared that he had no 
beneficial interest in the property and prom- 
ised to reconvey upon demand of the nom- 
inee of Mr. Siebert. In conformity with 
that agreement, upon demand of the nom- 
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inee, Mr. Kahn has reconveyed this prop- 
erty, as directed. The State Bank has a 
claim of $5,000 on this property, secured by 
a mortgage. This bank has another claim 
of $45,000, secured by a transfer of diamonds 
valued by Mr. Kahn at $52,000. The bank 
also holds 51 notes for $14,686 by various 
parties, endorsed by Mr. Kahn, and accom 
modation paper of J. H. Siebert for $5,000 

Other real estate at 156 W. 14th St., val 
ued at $80,000, is mortgaged under secu: 
ity of $18,000, owed to August Schacht, 
of Brooklyn. August Knapp, of Green- 
wich, Conn., has a secured claim in the 
shape of a mortgage on property at 158 and 
160 W. 14th St., for $50,000; the property 
being valued at $60,500. J. Allen Town 
send is secured by a mortgage on property 
at 127th St. and Claremont Ave., valued at 
$95,000, for $16,000 Geo. C. Comstock 
holds merchandise as security for a debt of 
$18,760, due to himself, Louis Strasburger’s 
Son & Co. and J. P. Silo. There is also 
$23,500 due to Grace O. Borst and Ida A 
Cook on a mortgage given by Kahn on his 
property at Morningside Ave. 

There are 23 unsecured creditors, among 
them being Jac. Kryn & Wouters Bros., 
Brooklyn, $54,100; Chas. F. Wood & Co., 
$22,473; Monroe Engelsman, $12,891; In 
gomar Goldsmith & Co., $12,140; J. Hoch- 
haus & Son, $8,392; L. Tannenbaum & 
Co., $5,994; N. J. Weil, $2,542; R. A 
Breidenbach, $4,895; B. H. Davis & Co., 
$1,610; J. Heilbronn & S. Marchand, $2,128 ; 
Arnstein Bros. & Co., $2,966; Sol. Linden-

Creditors to whom Mr. Kahn is contin- 
gently liable include the National Bank, 
which has 21 notes for $5,177, and M. & L.

Immediately following the filing of Kahn’s 
petition, Edward Van Dam put in an appli- 
cation for receiver. In his application Mr. 
Van Dam alleges that the $52,000 worth of 
diamonds, deposited with the State Bank, 
are in danger of being impounded; also 
that attachment and replevin proceedings 
are threatened by various creditors. Mr. 
Van Dam declares that Mr. Kahn’s mer- 
chandise is valued at $15,500 and that of his 
open accounts for $190,900 only about $10,- 
000 are collectable. Mr. Van»Dam further 
states that unless the deeds of Mr. Kahn's 
real transactions are collected and 
the business put into the hands of a re 
ceiver the creditors will suffer 

The court appointed Wm. F 
ceiver, requiring him to furnish 
bond. 

The most sensational part of the proceed- 
ings against Kahn occurred in Atlantic 
City, N. J.. Thursday, when Kahn was ar- 
rested on a capias issued by Justice Gum- 
mere at Trenton, and was held in default 
of $50,000 bail.

In regard to Mr. Kahn’s hiding and 
keeping himself out of reach of his cred- 
itors, Mr. Jacobs made the following state- 
ment to a CIRCULAR-WEEKLY reporter: 


Arthur J. Kahn remained in New York City for 
some time after he had filed his petition in bank 
ruptcy, and then left for Atlantic City under the 
advice of his physician and with the knowledge of 
his coursel and most of his creditors. It was always 
known that he could be reached at any time that 
his presence was required, and as he was in a con- 
lition bordering on physical collapse he ac- 
cepted the invitation of a friend to spend a few 
days at Atlantic City 

His affairs were thoroughly examined by a com- 
mittee of three of his creditors appointed by all 
»9f them, who reported to the meeting that they 
found his affairs conducted properly in all respects, 
but that he had mismanaged them. 

The actian brought by Jac Kryn & Wouters 
Bros., in New Jersey, is substantially for the same 
cause as the one commenced by them in New York 
last week, and is an attempt on their part to im- 
press a trust upon the real estate investments of 
Mr. Kahn to the exclusion of any participation 
therein by the other creditors. 

When the Trinity Realty Co. was formed the 
title to the real estate theretofore purchased in 
the name of Mr. Kahn was transferred by him to 
the Trinity Realty Co., and his wife joined in the 
deed as a matter of form and in order to convey 
her right of dower. Mr. Kahn received shares of 
the capital stock of the Trinity Realty Co. in 
payment of his investment in real estate, and this 
stock, together with all other assets belonging to 
him, were immediately placed at the disposal of 
the creditors to be distributed among them pro 
rata. The entire investment by Mr. Kahn in real 
estate was represented by the stock received by 
him in the Trinity Realty Co. 

There has never been any disposition on the 
part of Mr. Kahn to evade the service of any 
process, and he has always courted the fullest in- 
vestigation of his affairs. When it was learned 
that some of his creditors, and especially Jac 
Kryn & Wouters Bros. refused to enter into any 
composition, no alternative presented itself but 
the bankruptcy court. 

There is an absolute defence to the actions 
brought which will be presented at the proper time 
and place. 

Mr. Kahn began business in 1891 as Kahn 
& Levy. Previous to that time he had 
traveled for six years for L. & M. Kahn, 
representing the watch department. The 
partnership formed with Mr. Levy was dis- 
solved in 1893 and with Alphonse and Louis 
J. Kahn Mr. Kahn began under the style of 
Arthur J. Kahn & Co. 

Chis firm dissolved in June, 1894, Mr. 
Kahn taking in with him as a partner Simon 
Goldsmith, the firm continuing under the 
old style. Mr. Goldsmith withdrew in 
1896 and since that time Mr. Kahn has con- 
tinued alone, retaining the old firm name.

Tariff Decisions and Regula- 
tions. 


Che Secretary of the Treasury has deci 


ed that professional articles of a resident 


the United States returning from abroa 
are not free of duty as personal effects. The 
decision was made in the following letter 
Dr. Henry E. Koch, Cincinnati, O.: 
Sir—The Department is in receipt of your letter 
of the 3d inst., further in regard to your applica 


tion for the free entry on your return from a tour 


abroad, of certain photographic and microscopix 
articles or apparatus, and you refer to the circu 
lar of this Department of May 7, 1902 (T. D 
23700), in support of your claim, wherein it is 
stated that: 

“The intention of this law (Par. 697 of the Act 
of July 24, 1297) seems to be to allow American 


tourists to bring with them on their return $100 
worth of foreign-purchased articles, with but 
little regard to the nature thereof.” 

In reply, I have to state that said circular 
provides that residents are entitled to purchase 
abroad and bring in free of duty $100 worth of 
personal effects suitable to their station in life, 
etc. The Department must hold that articles of a 
professional character, as in this instance, and 
which are not appropriate or usual articles car- 
ried by a traveler, are not entitled to the privilege 
of free entry under the above provision of law, 
the more so that, under the provisions of Par. 
645 of the Tariff Act, the free entry of implements, 
instruments, tools of trade, etc., of persons arriv- 
ing in the United States is confined to such arti- 
cles when brought by immigrants. Your application 
is again denied. Respectfully,

Che Board of Classification of the United 
States General Appraisers handed down two 
decisions, last week, of interest to the jew- 
elry trade. 

The first was on a protest filed by Theo. 
B. Starr and Ferd. Bing & Co.’s Successors. 
The goods in this protest the Board found 
to consist of vases and other articles com- 
posed of copper and other material, enam- 
eled or glazed with vitreous glasses. They 
were assessed for duty as manufactures of 
metal, dutiable at 45 per cent. ad valorem 
under paragraph 193 of the Tariff Act. The 
protestants claimed that they should have 
been classified as dutiable at 40 per cent. ad 
valorem under paragraph 159 as “articles 
of iron, steel or other metal enameled or 
glazed with vitreous glasses.” The Board 
followed its unpublished decision of March 
17, this year, and sustained the protest, 
overruling the decision of the Collector. 
The Board found that the articles could 
not be called paintings under paragraph 
454, because they were not produced with 
the aid of “oil and water colors,” as de- 
scribed in that paragraph. 

The other decision was on a protest of F. 
B. Vandegrift & Co., Philadelphia, which 
claimed that two large vases which they 
imported should be admitted free of duty 
on the ground that they were “models of 
invention and of other improvements in the 
arts.” The Board decided that there was 
nothing in evidence to show that the two 
vases were imported for this purpose, and 
finding that they were whole and complete 
and made of plaster of paris, overruled the 
protest and sustained the decision of the 
Collector.

PRIZE ESSAY COMPETITION, NO. 7. 
SUBJECT : 
“How to Start and Stock a Jewelry Business with $3,000 Capital.” 











Site answer such a question depends a 
great deal upon circumstances and 
conditions. However, as there are but 241 
cities in the United States with a greater 
population than 15,000, we will presume that 
the above question pertains to a city of from 
10,000 to 20,000 inhabitants. Also, that the 
individual about to engage in the jewelry 
business is a practical watchmaker and 
jeweler and capable of entertaining and 
keeping trade when it comes to him. 

The first thing, of course, would be loca- 
tion. It is not necessary to have a large 
place, but be careful that you get a good 
location and that your store has a good win- 
dow to display your goods. Having secured 
this, take great pains in selecting fixtures. 
This is essential. Poor fixtures and even 
good fixtures, not properly arranged, would 
be like buying an expensive suit of clothes 
to wear which is either three sizes too large 
or too small. Everything must harmonize 
and, above all, look neat and clean, meaning 
also in your own dress and toilet. The fix- 
tures should consist of four 8-ft. show 
cases and 20 ft. of wall cases. Also, sup- 
ply the remainder of your bare walls with 
neatly put up shelving. Your work bench 
should be in the front part of the store 
and have a neat, clean appearance. A regu- 
lator or Western Union observatory clock 
should have a place in the window. Your 
name should be above the window, also 
at the base of the window. 

Having completed arrangements for the 
proper disposal of your stock by having 
your fixtures in position, the next step 
would be to select your stock. To decide 
on such a question is peculiarly difficult, be- 
cause it always depends largely on the envr- 
ronments. If it be a railroad and manu- 
facturing town it would be different than 
were it a college town. Nevertheless, in 
either case you would purchase a good as- 
sortment of mantel clocks, particularly 
those of medium price; also a few wall 
clocks and small clocks. An expenditure 
of $175 wonld fill out your shelving nicely 


with clocks. Your side wall cases should 





be filled with hollow silver ware and a 
good assortment of cut glass goods, but 
not of the larger and very expensive pieces. 
Take great care in handling the standard 
wares and have only the triple and quad- 
ruple plate. To fill your wall cases with 
cut glass would absorb $100 and $175 for 
hollow silver ware. 

In purchasing your flat ware, do 
avoid handling the standard and best ad- 
You can handle other good 
wares, but if your customer calls for a 
certain kind, above stated, it is what 
he wants and he will only be satisfied with 
it. To lay in a good stock of flat ware for 
your rear show case would take an invest- 
ment of $150. 

The first show case in your store should 
contain only such articles rings, dia- 
monds and gold watches. Of the first, three 
trays of ladies’ rings ranging in prices from 
$1.50 to $6, and a few from $6 to $15, would 
cost $200; plain rings, $75; gentlemen’s 
rings, $100, ranging in prices from $2 to $6, 
and a few from $6 to $15. What diamonds 
you have shoyld be such that you can sell 
for from $20 to $100, mostly of the lower 
price, and would entail an expenditure of 
$400. Three watch trays, two for ladies’ 
and one for gents,’ containing gold filled 
cases, would cost $350. Aside from this 
you must also have on hand different sizes 
of movements, which would cost $100. 

In your second show case you could have 
your silver watches, to the extent of $150; 
ladies’ and gentlemen’s, including the move- 
ments. Jewelry would consist of cuff but- 
tons, collar buttons, hat pins, ladies’ pins, 
etc., nearly all in plated ware. Ladies’ and 
gentlemen’s chains should also be plated 
ware and of the well advertised brands. For 
such articles an expenditure of $200 would 
suffice. 

Your other show case would be used for 
sterling silver novelties and mirrors, hair 
brushes and other toilet articles. This 
would mean an expenditure of $100 

Your tools and material would mean an 
outlay of $250; first month’s rent, $40; in-

cidental expenses and light, $10; advertis 
ing, $10. The fixtures, as stated, 
would cost $275, making a total expendi- 
ture for stock and running expenses for 
one month of $2,785, which will leave a bal- 
ance of $215 for running expenses until 
your business begins to pay. 

It might not come amiss here to state that 
you should pay great attention to having 
an attractive show window and change it 
often; read carefully the trade papers and 
never lose an opportunity to acquire all the 
knowledge a jewelry agent can give you. 
Also, watch your neighbor. If he is suc- 
cessful, try to follow his methods, if they 
are honest. 

Your safe it would be better to pur- 
chase on the instalment plan. However, 
all other purchases should be made for cash, 
availing yourself of all the discounts. The 
reason for buying a safe as above stated 
is because it would mean a considerable out- 
lay and the money can earn you a great 
deal more when invested in stock. 

It is not the intent of this article to state 
how your business should be managed, but 
the above is suggested as the best assort- 
ment of goods to handle with a small cap- 
ital. As you become acquainted with the 
town you will readily learn that a greater 
or smaller stock in some lines is more 
practicable, which depends entirely on the 
environments and kind of people you will

Sentiment In Business. 





HAT business is one thing and senti- 
ment another, has become almost an 
axiom in the mind of the modern com- 
mercial world, and that they can never mix 
and must forever be kept apart has been 
thought equally true. 

But the searchlight methods now turned 
upon the present modes of advertising in- 
dicate that, with many other time-worn 
ideas, these two will have to be given up. 

Read sentiment and lots of it into your 
advertising; understand fully how mighty 
a factor it is in the developing of the pur- 
chasing thought in human minds and you 
take hold of a lever strong enough to move 
the world. 

Touch the springs that resrond to the 
feelings that prompt love of home, of sweet- 
heart, of sister, and you infuse into your ad- 
vertising a drawing power that wili com- 
mand success of the greatest sort. 

Leave sentiment out of your calculations, 
be tremendously practical, pride yourself 
on having good, common sense, insist on 
giving absolutely nothing but plain facts, 
then watch the fellow who realizes that 
human hearts, love and sentiment are not 
for one moment to be overlooked, leave you 
behind in the race for success.—The Mahin 
Method. 











A Cheap Show Window Attraction. 


HAT many repaired watches hanging 
on a board or frame, when running, 
oscillate in a very lively manner, is a fact 
well known to every watchmaker, but that 
those are best adapted for this purpose 
which, without running, make five oscilla- 
tions a second when they act as little pen 
dulums and have been set in motion from 
the outside, is less well known. Their cen- 
ter of gravity is then exactly, or approxi- 
mately, 39.76 millimeters, or, in a round fig- 
ure, four centimeters, from that point at 
which their bow touches the hook, from 
which they are suspended, for the watch 
balance makes 18,000 oscillations an hour, 
which is five times as many as the seconds 
pendulum completes with 3,600, and if this 
number, five, is squared, we obtain the fig 
ure 25; dividing the length of the seconds 
pendulum of 994 millimeters by the number 
25, we get the above length (39.76) of a 
pendulum oscillating in 1-5 seconds, which 
is represented by the watch. The length 
of the pendulum formed by a freely sus- 
pended watch is then in absolute accord 
with the number of oscillations of the bal- 
ance. 

It is probably new to many that the os- 
cillation of the watch may be stiil further 
assisted; so that the lively motion can be 
utilized as a show window attraction. All 
that is necessary is to weight, slightly, that 
point of the balance which is situated in a 
position of repose, vertically below its axis 
so that it becomes uneven in weight; the 
changed center of gravity, in conjunction 
with the hairspring, will, through the lat- 
ter, cause the whole watch to oscillate vig- 
orously, if the point at which the bow bears 
on the hook offers no resistance. The roll- 
ing friction of the bow on a round hook 
causes but little hindrance, while a flat hook 
would, of course, be unsuitable. 

Watches 16 to 17 lignes in diameter, with 
a broad bow, are best adapted for this pur- 
pose, for with them the length of the pen- 
dulum is just a little less than four centi- 
meters, as required. 

The Allgemeine Uhrmacher Zeitung, 
from which this information is taken, does 
not state whether an inventive brain has 
thought out the trick or whether it was 
found out by accident, but the fact remains 
that there is hardly a cheaper “moving” 
window attraction than the above. 

For smaller watches, such as _ ladies’ 
watches, which will tend to swing quicker 
because they constitute a shorter pendulum, 
the oscillation may be retarded by weight- 
ing them a little above the point of suspen- 
sion, thus converting them into reversible 
pendulums.

The display, as arranged in the 
store window, showed a grass, moss and 
leaf covered elevation, affording a suitable 
setting for the main features of the dis- 
play, which Mr. Clark found a very effec- 
tive attraction to his show windows.

WENTWORTH’S ADDRESS. 

the formation of this society, several who 
interested in the optical business, who I have 
asked to become members, wish to know what is 
to be gained by becoming a member. They think 
the a good thing, but how will they 
receive any individual benefit from it? I think this 
is easily answered. In the first place, a member 
ship in our scciety is bound to create a broader 
and more friendly feeling among us, and to break 
down petty jealousies and competitions. I say 
this from actual experience, as I have seen it in my 
own city. It will have a tendency to create a 
feeling that the cause of one is the cause of all, 
and that we are mutually working for one an- 
other’s interest. It is bound to broaden our ideas, 
and give strength and dignity to the optical pro- 
fession. Informal talks and discussions are bound 
to increase our practical knowledge and give us a 
clearer and better understanding of our work. 
Partially formed ideas are well brought out when 
we talk them over together. Talking or writing on 
any subject creates new ideas and makes us better 
informed upon that subject. As rubbing will always 
brighten, by brushing up against one another’s ideas, 
thoughts and experiences, we are bound to become 
brighter, better and more scientific opticians. 

We want to keep up with the times. We don’t 
want to get into a rut and stay there, going through 
the same motions, and the same work day after 
day, but instead, we want to be progressive and 
up-to-date opticians. This is a new and rapidly 
growing profession—a profession which gives prom- 
ise of a brilliant future; and which offers profit- 
able opportunities. It is a vocation which is not 
yet overcrowded. Merit alone counts. And, if we 
would elevate our calling to the highest place pos- 
sible for us, we must work together to broaden 
our knowledge of our profession. If we wish to 
gain public confidence we must prove ourselves 
worthy of it. I believe that the keynote of our 
success lies entirely in higher optical education. 
I believe it is a duty of every member of our as 
sociation to take up a systematic course of reading 
and study, and continue it. We want favorable 
legislation; and I hope we may be able to do some 
thing in this line during the next session. 

I believe that by strictly scientific work and a 
thorough knowledge of every detail of our pro- 
fession, we may be able to win prestige and re- 
spect, and aid us in securing favorable legislation, 
more than by anything else than we can do. The 
opticians all over the State will look to this or- 
ganization to take the initiative step in influencing 
legislation, in bettering our opportunities, and 
protecting our best interests. It is only by build- 
ing our society upon strong and right principles, 
and by our united efforts to uphold these prin- 
ciples, that we can hope to obtain the highest re- 
sults.

CENEVA TEST LENS CASES ARE THE BEST. 
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“Geneva work is accurate.” 
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Rule No. 2 applies most directly to repair 
work. People get their repair work done 
where the glasses are handed over the coun 
ter to them. Don’t send your private cus 
tomers or patients to the counter of a dis 
pensing house to have their frames fitted or 
adjusted. Don’t send a prescription bear 
ing the name and address of your patient 
to the dispensing house. It isn’t policy and 
it isn’t business. The dispensing house has 
no right to these things and doesn’t ask 
them. Keep your people to yourself. They 
are yours. Let no one else know them in 
the transaction. Let them know no one els« 
Do the fitting and adjusting yourself. If 
you don’t know how learn how. Keep a 
reasonable variety of prescription stock on 
hand. Send jobs to the dispensing house 
as jobs, not as prescriptions for a pair of 
rimless eyeglasses for Mrs. L., of 2329 S 
Forest St. The dispensing house may meat 
all right, but f-rgets your connection with 
the transaction when Mrs. L. comes in for 
a new lens, especially if it happens to be a 
year or later and vou have changed 
your location. dispensing houses 
would not supply the new lens without a 
prescription, perhaps; but others would 
perhaps. So, perhaps, you will get your 
customer back and you won't 
Don’t run a perhaps business. 

The other rule that should be added to 
the above is: Preserve your prescriptions 
for a year or two, but don’t let anyone 
else, not even your customers, have them, 
unless they pay for what the prescription 
represents or may represent to you. In this 
way you retain not only your regular cus- 
tomers but you get all the accretions. By 
any other method you turn over the accre- 
tions to other people and it won't take a 
great while to run yourself out of busi 
ness.

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A Semi-Public Clock. 


HE clock shown in the illustration was 
designed by James Arthur and 


by the Arthur Co., New York, for 
the drug _ store of Lowe Bros., 
Greene and Waverly Aves., Brook 
lyn. It stands nine feet high and 
has four 18-inch dials engraved and 
silvered. The case is solid mahog- 
ny, piano finish, and is glazed with 
polished French plate glass. The 
j-inch base is covered with heavy 
brass plates connected by cast cor 
ner clamps. The store being situ- 
ated on a corner with high win- 
dows, this clock is designed as a 
semi-public timepiece and can be 
easily read a block away. 

A detailed description of the dials 
and hands will be published in this 
journal in an early issue. 

As may be seen from the illus 
tration, the movement is in the 
waist just below the head and is 
skeleton work finished all over 
Two great wheels and two weights 
are used to balance the center axle 
and also to form a “maintaining 
power” or “going barrel’ during 
winding. The movement has a ver 
tical axle terminated in its upper 
end with a crosshead just clearing 
the top of the framework, so it 
can be handled as a single piece of 
mechanism, complete in itself. 

In the head of the clock is an 
other complete and distinct ma 
chine, consisting of all the motion 
work, including the dials and hands. 
This portion is built on a heavy 
iron base about level with the lower 
edges of the dials, and this base is 
the only connection with the case. 
It has also a vertical center shaft 
terminated at its lower end with a 
crosshead the same as the crosshead 
on the top of the movement. A 
piece of shaft having a correspond- 
ing crosshead on each end is placed 
between the movement and the up 
per motion work and keeps its plac« 
by gravity. This central vertical 
shaft while acting as a solid shaft 
consists of three pieces in a straight 
line, but at the same time it is some 
what elastic and even variable au 
tomatically in length so that no set 
tling or shrinkage of the case can 
in any way bind it or disturb the 
going of the clock. 

The escapement is the same as 


described in these pages, in the issue of 
Feb. 5, 1902, page 119. The pendulum is 





compensated with aluminum and steel, as 
shown on page 120 of that issue, but is 
larger and heavier and has the side rods 
F F projected downwards into easy fitting

holes in the bob C. It has also a safety 
loop from crosshead D, arched up over the 





suspension stud but not touching it, so the 
pendulum is safe from dropping either by 
a broken spring or careless handling. The 
adjusting nut is the full size of the bob 


and is graduated to variations of 
one second a day or a full turn 
for one minute a day. W. J. 





Advantages of the Metric System. 


HE metric system offers the 
great advantage of being based 
upon decimal notation, the same as 
our currency, and its terms of de- 
nominations are written in the deci- 
mal form, the lowest denomination 
at the right. The system derives 
its name from the word “meter,” 
the standard unit of length, this 
unit being fixed as the one 10-mil 
lionth part of the distance from the 
equator to the pole, measured on 
the surface of the earth, a meter 
being equal to a little more than 39 
ordinary inches. 

The unit of surface measure is 
an “arc,” of volume a “stere,” of 
capacity a “liter,” and of weight a 
“gram,” these terms being derived 
from the Latin and Greek. The 
higher denominations of each table 
are formed by prefixing to the stan- 
dard unit the Greek numerals 
“deka” for 10, “hecto” for 100, 
“kilo” for 1,000, etc. For submul- 
tiples or lower denominations, the 
Latin ordinals are used, “deci” for 
one-tenth, ‘“centi” for one-hun- 
dredth (“Milli” for one thousandth). 

These prefixes furnish the key to 
the whole system, since the name 
at once shows whether the unit is 
greater or less than the standard 
unit and how many times greater or 
less. Thus, one dekameter denotes 
10 meters and one decimeter de- 
notes one-tenth of a meter. These 
terms and the order being once un- 
derstood, the whole system becomes 
clear and easily remembered.—

THE AMERICAN WATCH INDUSTRY. 


A Special Census Report on the Manufacture of Watch Movements and Watch Cases 


in the United States. 


(From advance sheets of the report of the Director of the Census.) 


(Continued from issue of June 11.) 

EDOUARD FAVRE-PERRET 
M. states that 40,000 workmen in 
Switzerland each make an average of 
40 watches’ yearly. But the average 
in the United States in 1880 was 
150: at Waltham in 1900 it was over 250. It 
takes about five months to complete a sin- 
gle watch of the highest grade, but all the 
processes are going simultaneously and the 
tlow of the product is therefore continuous. 
In a lecture before the Horological Institute 
of London, more than 30 years ago, an 
English watchmaker who had visited the 
Waltham factory remarked: “On leaving 
the factory I felt that the manufacture of 
watches on the old plan was gone.” 

Various sporadic attempts, beginning, it 
is said, as early as 1809, had been made in 
this country to manufacture watches by 
hand, but all had ended in dismal failure, 
owing to inability to compete in price with 
the Swiss made watch. When competition 
with Europe was thus found impossible, in- 
ventors in the United States thought they 
might construct them successfully by ma- 
chinery and, in 1838, Pitkin Bros. establish 
ed a plant at Hartford, Conn., for the man- 
ufacture of watches by machinery. After 
manufacturing about 800 movements they 
were compelled to abandon their project. 
At that time the Swiss were using ma- 
chines for special operations in making 
watches. In 1839 Gischot established a 
factory at Geneva, Switzerland, for making 
the movements of a watch by machinery, 
and a few years after F. P. Ingold, another 
Swiss, elaborated a series of both case an‘l 
movement machines, but they never made a 
success of their manufacture in factories. 

The systematic beginning of watchmak- 
ing by machinery in the United States was 
in 1851, at Roxbury, Mass., and the ma 
chinery then used, while advanced for the 
times, now seems crude, so great has been 
the improvements. It is difficult to realize 
the primitive conditions of 50 years ago, and 
a half century hence the machines of to-day 
may likewise seem crude, for at no time 
have changes been so numerous or so radi 
cal as during the last few years. The effort 
has been not only to make a cheaper watch, 
but to make it a more accurate timepiece, 
and in effecting these results the great sys- 
tem of interchangeable mechanism in man- 
ufacturing has been promoted in a remark- 
able manner. 

Prof. W. P. Trowbridge, of the Shef- 
field Scientific School of Yale University, 
a Chief Special Agent at the census of 1880, 
in submitting the report on the maunfacture 
of interchangeable mechanism, compiled 
under the direction of Charles H. Fitch, 
wrote that “it may not be too much to 
say that, in some respects, this system has 
been one of the chief influences in the rapid 
increase of the national wealth;” that “the 
growth of the system is due to the inven- 
tive characteristics of our people and their 
peculiar habit of seeking the best and most 
simple mechanical methods of accomplish- 





ing results by machinery, untrammeled by 
traditions or hereditary habits and cus 
toms.” 

To Aaron L. Dennison, born in Freeport, 
Me., in 1812, belongs the honor of founding 
the systematic manufacture of watches by 
automatic machinery in the United States. 
He learned the watchmaker’s trade, and 
while a journeyman in Boston became im- 
pressed, by his experience with Swiss and 
English watches, with the necessity of se- 
curing greater uniformity of parts. At the 
United States armory at Springfield, Mass., 
muskets were made upon the interchange- 
able plan, and it was while working there 
that he became confirmed in his belief that 
a machine made watch was a possibility. 
In 1849 he succeeded in impressing Edward 
Howard, a practical clock maker of Bos- 
ton, with the importance of his undertak- 
ing, and these two interested a capitalist, 
Samuel Curtis, of the same city, who invest- 
ed $20,000. Mr. Howard himself says of 
this interesting beginning: 

Mr. Dennison being a watch repairer, and my- 
self a clock maker, we made a good combination 
to systematize watchmaking, and to invent labor- 
saving machinery for producing perfect and in- 
terchangeable parts. . . . It is almost ntedless 
to say that we met with many obstacles. We were 
told by importers and dealers in watches that we 
would never be able to carry out our plans, and that 
our project would be an utter failure. Some of our 
friends even told us we were crazy to attempt 
such an undertaking, but we were Yankees, both 
of us, and had sufficient quantity of the pro- 
verbial “grit,” and at least believed in ourselves, 
even if others did not have so much fai 

Mr. Dennison went to Europe, where he 
investigated the English division of hand 
labor, cheerfully writing back that his 
theory “of Americans not finding any dif- 
ficulty in competing with the English, es- 
pecially if the interchangeable system and 
manufacturing in large quantities was 
adopted, may be accepted as reasonable.” 
A factory was built at Roxbury, Mass., and 
in 1851 a model watch was completed. It 
was an 8-day watch, but, being found im 
practicable, was abandoned for the ordi- 
nary 36-hour watch. The first 100 move- 
ments were finished and put on the market 
in 1853. The factory at Roxbury was a 
dusty place, and this drawback, together 
with the necessity of more room and the 
desire to make homes in a pleasant spot for 
the operatives, led to a removal to the 
present site at Waltham, on the Charles 
River, about 10 miles west of Boston. 

In 1857 financial embarrassments com- 
pelled a sale of the property, which was 
bought by Royal E. Robbins, of New 
York, and others, by whom and their suc- 
cessors it has been conducted ever since 
through storm to sunshine. Mr. Robbins 
is still interested in active management as 
the treasurer of the American Waltham 
Watch Co. The factory, situated on the 
edge of the river, is five stories in height, 
built of brick, having innumerable windows 
to secure the abundance of light required 
for such delicate operations. Nearly 3,000 
operatives are employed in making—by over 
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contained in a watch movement. Most of 
the processes are accomplished by the mos 
ingeniously devised and constructed aut 
matic machines. Under one roof, but in 
multitude of departments, all parts of 
watch movement are made, including th 
cutting and polishing of the jewels; bu 
the primary or foundation department is th 
machine shop, where all the machines use: 
in the manufacture are made from desig 
furnished by the company’s own invento: 
and master mechanics. 

The panic of 1857 worked ser-ous injury 
to the enterprise at Waltham, but the out 
look became better in 1858, and in 1860 a 
5 per cent. dividend was declared. Whe 
the Civil War broke out, ‘the depression 
deepened again, and so disastrously that 
only the machine shop was continued, and 
in that a few lathes were built and sold 
As the war went on a large demand sprang 
up among the soldiers. Had the watches 
finished been of the high quality required 
to-day, the demand could not have bee 
met; there were not enough skilled and ex 
perienced mechanics available. The 
watches, such as they were, were made in 
sufficient quantities, and as prices were 
high, the manufacture became exceedingly 
prosperous. In 1868 the surplus was capi- 
talized and the stock distributed to the 
stockholders as a special dividend. 

As a result of the founding of the watch 
manufacture at Waltham a number of ex- 
perts from the parent factory started an 
establishment at Nashua, N. H., but this 
was not a success, and the Waltham com- 
pany bought it in 1862 and consolidated it 
with the home shop, retaining also the ser- 
vices of some of the experts. This Nashua 
watch was a valuable three-quarter plate 
movement, highly esteemed by the public 
Some of the people who had been interested 
in the Nashua company went to Chicago, 
and, with other experts, founded the now 
well-known factory at Elgin, IIL, one of the 
leading establishments in the manufacture. 
Other enterprises were offshoots of the 
Waltham idea, but many of them proved 
only experiments. It is noteworthy that 
the centers of the manufacture are still in 
the States of Massachusetts and Illinois 

The policy of the pioneer company was 
to utilize the skill and ingenuity of men 
who had been engaged either in the manu- 
facture of watches or interchangeable parts 
of any kind, or who had displayed invent 
ive ability. Among these were Oliver and 
David Marsh, expert mechanicians ani 
watchmakers of Boston; Charles S. Mose- 
ley, a leading inventor and the originator 
of many of the machines now used in all 
watch factories; Nelson P. Stratton, who 
was connected with the watch factory at 
Hartford in 1838; Ambrose Webster, and 
James T. Shepard, who had been employed 
at the Springfield armory, where the sys 
tem of interchangeable mechanism had at- 
tracted Mr. Dennison’s attention. Among 
others called in then or later were George 
Hunter, who afterwards went to Elgin; 
Charles W. Fogg, Charles Vander Woerd, 
Edward A. Marsh and D. H. Church, al! 
of them notable inventors of automatic ma- 
chinery.

The 
processes required are of the most perfect 
kind, and some of the products are so small 
as to be distinguishable in character under 
the glass only. The watch factories of the 
United States are filled with these auto- 
matic and semi-automatic machines, which 
not only make large numbers of parts of 
perfect uniformity at small cost, but have, 
in many cases, done away with the need 
of special skill in the individual workman. 
Frequently an operator can care for six 
or seven machines, and sometimes, as in 
the pioneer factory at Waltham, a track is 
laid on the floor and chairs are provided 
with grooved rolls, so that the attendant 
can glide easily and quickly the whole 
length of the line.

A Perfect Oiler and Remover and Their 
Uses. 


HE screwdriver which was described 
in THe CircULAR-WEEKLY, Feb. 26, 
has been so highly appreciated by many 
watchmakers, that it is worth while to ex- 
plain to the skilled and careful repairer an- 
other good tool, which is also being manu- 
factured by H. H. Heinrich, the veteran 
chronometer maker. 

It is a very important matter to have a 
good oiler, but unfortunately this tool is 
often much neglected, and thrown about 
the bench between dust and filings. If such 
be the habit of a repairer, the best oiler 
will be of no avail, but for those who can 
appreciate a good tool, the Heinrich oiler 
is shown, actual size, in the illustrations, 
Figs. 1 and 2. 

An oiler should be light and made of 
such form that when laid down, the spoon- 
shaped end does not touch the resting place. 
These conditions are present in the above 
oiler, as the handle is made of aluminum, 
not too thin, so as to give a firm grip be- 
tween the fingers. The ends, the blade and 
the pivot are of steel. There are caps to 
protect the oiler and pivot when stored 
away with other tools. The oiler, Fig. 1. 
is specially used for the oiling of the 
smaller wheels, for which just the needed 
quantity is taken up. The other end carries 
a pivot, and this is where experience in 
watchmaking dictated to the maker to sup- 
ply an oiler with a most needed helper, 
namely, a pivot. For what is the use to 
put oil in a balance .hole jewel when it 
will probably do no good? 

Many watchmakers recommend, when 
putting a watch together, to put oil upon 
the cap jewel, before fastening the latter 
over the pivot hole jewel, which will in- 
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sure the pivot not running dry against the 
cap jewel. The writer thinks this is a bad 
habit and for several cap 
jewel with oil sticking to it must be handled 
very carefully in order not to soil the watch, 
and even if handled carefully (as there should 
be, according to some horological writers, 


reasons, aS a 


only 0.03 millimeter of space between cap 
and hole jewel) the oil will likely be 
squeezed out of place when the cap screws 
are tightened. Then, again, for those 
watchmakers who examine the escapement 
only when the watch has been cleaned, be- 
cause an escapement cannot be fairly exam- 
ined when it is dirty and the oil sticky, it 
would be not at all recommendable to 
mount and dismount the balance and staff 
in those oiled jewel holes, for the purpose 
of making trials and examinations. 

Other watchmakers simply deposit the

oil in the cup of the balance-hole jewel. 
They say that when the staff is put in place, 
the pivot will push the oil through the bear- 
ing and thus will bring the oil to the cap 
jewel. This is also wrong, especialiy when 
the staff has short pivots and the oil, in- 
stead of being pushed ahead, will be drawn 
to the shoulder of the pivot. 

Sometimes watchmakers use pointed peg 
wood to push the oil through the hole. 
This method is not better than the pre- 
vious, as the oil is mostly sucked up by the 
wood and besides a splinter may be left 
with the oil, which can hardly be detected. 
It is to overcome all these troubles that 
the pivot of the oiler (Fig. 1) should be 
used. Thus, first give oil with the blade, 
and next push it through with the pivot on 
the other end of the oiler. This pivot is 
also very handy for different purposes, for 
instance, to do some retouching or bending 
on the hairspring, etc. 

To be well provided with the necessary

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tools, one single oiler would not be suf 
ficient for all purposes. A larger oiler is 
wanted for the mainspring barrel, thx 
center wheel, etc., but if need be, we could 
dispense with such an oiler, if that oiler 
is not able to render good services on other 
occasions. There is no simpler method to 
remove a hairspring from a balance than 


to use the oiler shown in Fig. 2, whose 
blade is a little heavier than that of the 
oiler shown in Fig. 1. 

Some watchmakers cannot remove a 


hairspring from a balance without making 
it untrue, and therefore they leave the hair 
spring upon the balance when cleaning a 
watch. Let those people try the oiler by 
pushing it a little, and only a little, in the 
cut of the collet, which will widen it and 
it will then come off readily and without 
the least danger to the balance or hair- 
spring, as it sticks firmly to the hairspring- 
remover (oiler). The name of “hairspring 
remover” is really more appropriate for the 
tool, than that of oiler, as it is.more im 
portant as a remover than as an oiler for 
the big wheels. The remover, then, can be 
laid aside with the hairspring sticking to 
it, until the watch has been cleaned, and 
it is again wanted upon the balance. The 
hairspring can then be replaced upon the 
balance staff just as easily as it was re 
moved; ony a little bending over of the 
remover in the direction .indicated by the 
arrow (Fig. 2) suffices to release the hair 
spring from its remover. 

Watchmakers generally use their tweezers 
to push the collet to the bottom of its 
seat, but this will leave marks upon the 
collet. To prevent such disfigurement in 
fine watches, the other end of the remover 
(Fig. 2) may be used. That end being hol- 
low, it is perfectly suited tor that purpose 
One needs only to examine the tools, to 
be convinced that they come from the hand 
of a skilled artisan. W., J. 


An Anecdote about Breguet. 


Wy is said that Breguet had a peculiar 
way to test the correct hardness of 
the piniOns, pivots and cylinders that were 
made by his workmen. He put the pivot 
of a pinion in the hole for which it was des- 
tined and pressed the finger upon the rim of 
the wheel. If the pivot was not hard 
enough it would bend; but if it was of the 
desired hardness it would break. A little 
accident like this instead of displeasing the 
master would cause him to heartily con- 
gratulate the workman and then say: 

“T generally pay 25 francs for such work, 
but here are 30 francs; go and make me the 
same piece for the same price.” 

Our modern pivoters would gladly con- 
sent to anneal their staffs to less than the 
blue color under like conditions.

are broken by too much friction. Of course 
it may also cause the watch to stop when 
setting the hands loo little friction will 
cause the watch to lose time. This is why 
a customer sometimes says: “It is strange 
my watch runs, but the hands don’t move.” 
Many remedies are recommended for this 
evil, such as to rub the arbor between two 
rough files; to roll a thread or burr on it 

means of the sharp edge of a polishing 
file: to file a small groove at about the 
middle of that part which sticks in the cen- 
ter arbor and then to bend it a little so as 
to make the arbor form a spring in the cen 
ter pinion. Some even hammer it, which 
is worst of all. None of these alterings 
is necessary to make a correct friction. In 
nearly all new Swiss watches the set hands 
arbor turns very easily in the center pinion. 
If one meditates for an instant why this is 
done he will come to the conclusion that the 
manufacturer intends to regulate the fric- 
tion in the same manner as it is done in 
the Howard watches, with perforated 
center pinions, which are more familiar to 
the American watchmaker. All that is 
necessary is to give an extra blow upon the 
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cannon pinion. The friction should not b 
inside of the center pinion, but outside 
upon the ends of its pivots by tightening the 
cannon pinion, which will give a mor: 
smooth and even friction. 


German Silver and Platinum Monochromatic 
Coatings. 


(By Dr. R. Boettcer in Der Metallarbeiter.) 


FTER innumerable experiments suc 
A cess has been achieved in producing 
the finest monochromatic shades on plati 
num and German silver by electrolytic de- 
composition of organic manganous salts, th 
metal to be treated being connected with 
positive electrode. It has formerly be« 
supposed that it »was principally the form 
of the negative p le that influenced the na 
ture of the Noboli figures 

Although this cannot be denied altogeth 

for with a sharply pointed platinum wire 
only ring shaped figures can be obtained 
yet the rule is subject to modification with 
regard to certain manganous salts. With 
solutions of mang ="0us hippurate, acetate 
or succinate, even when a very thin plat 
inum wire serves as the negative pole, col- 
ored rings are never formed, but a mono 
chromatic coating on the positive electrode 
This has only been observed with these 
special salts. It further appears that metals 
which form higher oxides, such as lead and 
manganese, are the best in solution for pro- 
ducing Noboli figures 

In using the special manganese salts for 
obtaining the monochromatic coating, the 
shape of the negative pole appears to be 
immaterial, but it is advisable to secure uni- 
formity of the coating on the positive ele 
ment, that the negative element should take 
the form of a dise of platinum. Nothing 
decided can be said about the strength of 
the manganese solutions, as the best strength 
depends upon the power of the current and 
must be determined by each experimenter 
for his own special case. The weaker the 
current the stronger the manganese solu- 
tion must be. The color produced changes 
greatly and quickly, so that it is essen- 
tial instantly to break the current when 
the desired color has been produced. Gol- 
den yellow, green and purple are obtained 
with particular brilliancy. The metal should 
be removed from the bath as soon as the 
current is stopped, rinsed with distilled 
water and carefully dried with blotting 
paper. If manganous chloride or lead ace- 
tate is used the colors appear in rings 1n- 
stead of as a uniform layer and of all the 
colors of the rainbow, in the softest shades, 
the predominant hues being green, golden 
yellow and blue, each whole system of rings 
surrounded by a yellow zone.

Later on, when talmi gold had gained fo 
itself a certain reputation a class of jewelry 
was placed on the market under the sam 
name, which retains its handsome color of 
gold only if not taken into use, but soo 
lest it and became unsightly if worn. 

Che fine varieties of talmi gold, 1 
those which retain their pure gold colo 
for a long time, consist of red brass 
tombac, covered with a thin plate of gold 
and combined with the latter by rolling 
‘he union of the two metal plates being 
effected by strong pressure and the plates 
being stretched in rolling mills, the gold 
coating does not only attain considerabl 
thickness, but also adheres so firmly to the 
foundation that the object may be worn for 
years without losing its handsome appear 
ance. 

Che other talmi ware, improperly so call 
ed, is merely lightly gilded brass, the gold 
film being of very slight thickness and gen 
erally accomplished by electro-disposition 
Electro deposits of gold consist of pure 
gold, which is not very dense and quickly 
wears off, owing to its softness. Some ar 
ticles, such as studs, which look like gold 
when new, have such a thin, breath-like 
coating of gold that they soon show the 
color of the foundation upon being rubbed 
with a rough cloth. 

While the gold coat on genuine talmi 
ware is likewise quite thin, still it adheres 
with much tenacity to the metal underneath 
for the reason that both metals have been 
united by rolling and only alloyed gold is 
employed, which is much harder than pure 
gold. 

Below we give the compositions of some 
alloys which are used for the manufacture 
of talmi gold articles. It will be seen that 
the percentage of gold is a very variable 
one, the durabilitv of the articles being in 
proportion thereto 

The allovs designated [.. If. and III, are 
genuine Parisian talmi gold; IV., V. and 
VI. are imitations of these alloys, electro 
plated, and VII. shows an alloy of faulty 
‘omposition. on which the gold does not 
adhere firmly
